County,  Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  he  applied  for  pension. 

The  data  given  herein  were  found  in  the  papers  on  file  in 
pension  claim,  3.  39985,  based  upon  service  of  George  Beaver  in  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

George  Beaver  enlisted  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
January  1776,  in  Captain  Caleb  North's  company.  Colonel  Anthony 
Wayne's  4th  Battalion,  Pennsylvania  troops,  at  the  end  of  three  months 
was  transferred  to  Captain  Thomas  Church's  company  of  Riflemen,  was 
engaged  in  the  battle  of  Three  Rivers,  Canada,  and  after  serving  one 
year,  was  discharged  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  October 
20,  1819,  at  which  time  he  resided  in  Peterstown,  Franklin  County, 
Pennsylvania, 

In  1822,  George  Beaver  went  to  Montgomery  County,  Virginia, 
taught  school  part  of  the  years  1823  and  1324,  and  returned  in  July 
1828  to  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  vrtiere  he  lived  with  one  of  his 
married  daughters.  On  August  12,  1828,  he  gave  his  age  as  seventy- 
three  years  and  three  months,  but  did  not  state  the  place  os  his  birth 
nor  give  the  names  of  his  parents. 

In  1828,  the  soldier's  family  consisted  of  five  married  daughters, 
three  of  whom  resided  in  Montgomery  County,  Virginia,  and  the  other  two 
in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  four  married  sons.  He  did  not 
give  the  names  of  his  children,  nor  the  name  of  his  wife. 

In  1828,  James  Edwards,  the  soldier's  son-in-law,  then  of  Franklin 
County,  Pennsylvania,  stated  that  he  had  taken  George  Beaver  to  Ivlontgomery 
County,  Virginia,  in  1822,  and  had  brought  him  back  to  Franklin  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1828,

JOHN  BIRCH  -  W.9363 

There  is  no  claim  for  pension  or  bounty  land  on  file  based  upon 
service  in  the  Revolution  of  a  Samuel  Birch,  under  any  spelling.  Such 
claims  are  the  source  of  Revolutionary  War  data  furnished  by  this  office. 

The  record  has  been  found  of  only  one  soldier  named  John  Birch 
who  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  from  Pennsylvania ,  and  it  is  furnished 
herein  as  shown  in  the  papers  on  file  in  pension  claim,  W.8363,  based 
upon  his  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

John  Birch  (surname  appears  Burch,  also,  in  the  claim,  was  born 
November  7,  1752;  the  names  of  his  parents  are  not  shown).  While  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  John  Birch  enlisted  in  the  early 
summer  of  1779,  at  Reading,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  as  a  private  to 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  war,  in  Captain  Bower's  company,  Colonel 
William  Butler's  Pennsylvania  regiment,  was  transferred  to  Captain  Craig's 
company,  Colonel  Richard  Butler's  Pennsylvania  regimeht.  While  engaged 
in  service  at  Bergen  Pdint ,  near  New  York,  he  was  struck  on  the  head  by  a 
falling  limb,  and  while  Ij'ing  senseless  on  the  ground  was  run  over  by  a 
carriage,  injuring  his  right  leg.  During  his  service  he  was  in  the 
battles  of  Stony  Point,  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown  and  at  the  surrender 
of  Cornwallis  and  during  that  battle  received  a  wound  in  his  left  leg, 
was  in  an  engagement  near  Georgetown,  South  Carolina,  in  which  he  again 
received  a  wound  in  his  left  leg,  was  in  the  engagement  near  Savannah  with 
the  British  and  Indians  and  was  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war  after 
having  served  three  years.  This  last  engagement  was  under  General  Wayne, 

John  Birch  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  June 
15,  1818,  in  Bath  County,  Kentucky,  which  the  soldier  gave  as  his  place  of 
residence  in  1821.  He  died  August  30,  1837,  in  Montgomery  County,  Kentucky, 

John  Birch  married  January  19,  1786,  in  Albemarle  County,  Virginia, 

Jane  Epperson  or  Apperson.  The  date  and  place  of  her  birth  and  names  of 

her  parents  are  not  shown.  Their  marriage  was  recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's 
office  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia. 

Soldier's  widow,  Jane  Birch,  was  allowed  pension  on  her  application 
executed  November  4,  1839,  at  which  time  she  was  aged  sisty-nine  years  and 
a  resident  of  Ibntgomery  County,  Kentucky.  In  1842,  she  was  still  living 
In  that  county.  In  1849,  she  was  residing  in  Scott  County,  Kentucky,  about 
thirty  miles  from  Mount  Sterling,  the  county  seat.  In  1855,  she  made  an 
affidavit  in  Powell  County,  Kentucky,  but  did  not  state  her  place  of  residence

In  1821,  the  soldier,  John  Birch,  referred  to  four  children; 
namely,  a  daughter  aged  about  twenty  years,  a  boy  about  sixteen^  all  of 
whom  were  then  living  with  him  in  Bath  County,  Kehtucky;  their  names  were 
not  stated. 

In  1818,  soldier's  sister,  Polly  Mayberry,  then  residing  in 
Bath  County,  Kentucky,  stated  that  during  the  Revolutionary  War  she  was 
living  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania. 

In  1820,  John  Birch's  brother,  George  Burch,  aged  sixty-five 
years,  made  affidavit  in  soldier's  behalf  in  Montgomery  Sounty,  Kentucky 
and  in  the  same  year,  one  Daniel  Burch  made  affidavit  in  soldier's  behalf 
in  Scott  County,  Indiana,  that  he  heard  frequently  from  John  Birch  during 
the  Revolution,  but  did  not  state  any  relationship  to  hlmo  Daniel  Burch 
in  1839  made  affidavit  in  Montgomery  County,  Kentucky,  in  behalf  of 
soldier's  widow,  Jane.  The  relationship  of  the  two  persons  named  Daniel 
Burch  to  the  family,  or  to  each  other,  not  shown. 

W.3213  Abraham  Boice  or  Boyce  Virginia 

Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Reading,  April  18,  1851  -  appeared 
Evan  Evans  administrator  of  Hannah  Boice  or  Boyce,  deceased  in  rights 
of  services  of  Abraham  Boice,  deceased.  It  is  reputed  of  Abraham  Boice 
that  he  served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  as  a  soldier  in  the 
Continental  Army,  Virginia  Line  and  that  he  served  to  the  end  of  the 
War.  The  said  Abraham  Boice  died  on  the  11th.  day  of  July,  1832.  The 
claim  then  Is  made  for  pensions  due  Abraham  Boice,  deceased  in  his  life 
time,  from  the  4th.  March  1826  -  up  to  the  day  of  his  decease  July  11, 
1832,  for  a  full  pension,  the  evidence  of  his  service  is  herewith 
connected  which  is  of  Record  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  Hannah  Boice, 
wife  of  said  Abraham  Boice,  survived  her  husband's  death  and  remained 
his  widow,  and  died  on  the  21st.  day  of  August  1845  -  he  would  also 
state  that  from  a  family  record  in  possession  of  his  daxighter  (Mary 
Whitaker)  since  the  decease  of  her  parents.  It  appears  that  Abraham 
Boice  and  Hannan  Wells  (his  wife's  maiden  name)  were  joined  in  marriage 
on  the  7th,  day  of  August  1786,  which  Family  record  is  herewith  sent  to 
you  dated  Boston  MDCCXL. 

The  ceremony  I  believe  was  performed  by  the  Rev,  William  Boas 
of  Reading, 

The  following  are  the  surviving  children:  Abraham  Boice,  Jacob 
Boice,  John  Boice,  Robert  Boice,  Mary  intermarried  with  Isaac  Whitaker, 
Margaret  intermarried  with  Jonathan  Vlfemsher,  and  Sarah  Intermarried  with 
William  Davis. 

The  said  Abraham  Boice  and  Hannah  his  wife  were  residents  of 
Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  -  and  died  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  and 
thqt  neither  received  a  pension  either  from  the  United  States  or 
Pennsylvania.

Senate  &  House  of  Representatives  -  Penna. 

Petition  of  Jane  Fertinbaugh  alias  Jane  Boone,  Widow  of  Capt. 
Hawkins  Boon  who  was  killed  in  Rev.  War  by  the  Indians  and  Tories  at  Freelins 
Fort,  Northumberland  County. 

Petitioner  and  husband  settled  on  West  Branch  of  Susquehanna 
River  before  Rev.  War,  husband  accepted  a  Capt.  Commission  in  An.  Army 
marched  under  Col.  Cook,  That  he  was  in  Battles  of  Ash  Swamp  and  Matouchee  Meet- 
ing House,  at  latter  place  severely  wounded,  in  fort,  returned  to  home  in 
Northumberland  County,  until  recovered,  started  to  Camp,  ordered  home  to 
raise  a  Company  and  protect  the  Frontiers,  raised  a  Company  built  a  Fort, 
on  West  Branch  of  '^Msquehanna ,  near  what  is  now  called  Derrstown,  went  by 
name  of  Boon's  Fort,  Freelins  Fort  five  miles  distant  from  Boon's  Fort, 
country  full  of  Indians  and  Tories,  Indians  raised  all  their  forces  and 
attacked  Freelins  Fort,  news  reached  Capt.  Boon  that  the  Fort  had  given 
up  or  subdued  by  Indians. 

Capt.  Boone  implored  his  brave  men  to  follow  him  and  they  would 
save  the-4tf^en  and  children,  that  before  they  reached  the  Fort  they  were 
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fired  on  by  2  companies  of  Indians  which  were  lying  in  ambush,  and  killed 
Capt.  Boon  and  all  but  2  of  his  men  who  escaped. 

Widow  now  upwards  of  70  years,  Jan,  27,  1824. 

John  Ayres  of  Dauphin  County  -  Jan.  27,  1824  -  swears  he  was 
acquainted  with  Capt.  Ha\(rtcins  Boon  and  Jane  his  wife  Capt.  Boon  killed  etc. 
That  your  deponent  during  war  hauled  baggage  of  Capt.  Boon's  Co.,  from 
Fort  Hunter  in  Susquehanna  to  Phila.  That  after  surrender  of  Freelins 
Fort,  your  deponent  hauled  women,  children  and  old  men  which  was  given  up 
in  the  capitulation  to  Reading  in  Berks  County,  etc. 

April  24,  1339  -  State  Treasurer  pay  to  Jane  Fertinbaugh  of 
Dauphin  County,  widow  of  Hawkins  Boone,  money  to  commence  Jan.  1,  1325, 
An   Act,  relief  of  Jane  Fortenbaugh,  Rosanna  Weldley  and  Cath.  Musketnuss 
widows  Rev.  soldiers, 

Dauphin  County,  May  20,  1339  -  Jane  Fortenbaugh  of  Rush  Township 
aged  88  years.  That  she  was  married  to  Hawkins  Boon,  Capt.  who  was  killed 
by  Indians  near  Freelins  Fort  in  Northumberland  County,  That  she  was 
married  before  Rev.  had  rightly  commenced  by  a  clergyman  named  Marius  at 
the  house  of  Capt.  Hunter  of  Northumberland  County,  She  was  afterwards 
married  to  Philip  Fertinbaugh  who  died  many  years  ago,  declares  she  never 
had  any  children.  John  Butt  of  Dauphin  County,  Apr.  22,  1839,  swears  he 
was  raised  by  Jane  Fertinbaugh  (widow)  whose  husband  died  about  1821,  she 
then  remained  a  widow.

Jonathon  Boone     Penn,  R.9327 

Applied  for  pension  I^fciy  9,  1334  -  in  Bourbon  County,  Kentucky? 
at  the  age  of  83  years;  stated  service;  entered  Berks  County  militia 
early  in  1777  for  three  months  under  Capt.  Greves  (?)  at  Reading,  and 
served  the  term  guarding  the  Hessian  prison  at  Reading,  taken  during  the 
preceding  winter.  In  the  Summer  following  he  was  drafted  under  Capt. 
Ludwlck  for  3  months  and  hired  his  brother,  David  Boone,  (now  dead)  to 
take  his  place  for  $100.  David  marched  with  Colo  tork  Bird  to  Pawles 
Hook  and  served  the  full  term;  in  December  of  the  same  year,  this  affiant 
went  into  a  trading  tour  to  Charlestown,  S.C.  and  in  his  absence  another 
call  was  made  in  Berks  County  militia  and  by  a  new  arrangement  he  was 
placed  in  the  5th.  class  of  his  company;  he  was  then  drafted  for  a  3  months 
tour  under  Col.  Jacob  Morgan,  and  before  his  return  from  S.C.  this 
detachment  was  called  Into  service;  he  was  then  under  Capt,  David  Witner; 
the  calls  on  the  Berks  County  militia  had  been  very  frequent,  but  the 
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affiant  had  no  Idea  that  his  class  would  be  called  upon  again  before  his 
return  from  South  Carolina, 

In  i^ril  1782  -  he  was  fined  for  this  innocent  and  unintentional 
delinquency  by  a  Board  of  officers  under  Col.  Jacob  Morgan's  organization, 
and  was  compelled  to  pay  SOL,  and  38  shillings  cost,  (whether  legally  or  not 
he  does  not  intend  to  say).  The  money  was  receipted  for  by  a  sub-lieutenant, 
Abraham  Lincoln  on  April  25,  1773,  and  this  receipt  was  attached  to  the 
application  presented.  The  fine  was  due  to  the  inability  of  the  officers  to 
procure  a  substitute  for  him  for  less  than  this  amount.  Boone  considered 
himself  entitled  therefore  to  credit  for  this  3  months  service  as  he  actually 
paid  for  it,  and  also  the  cost  of  suit  by  the  collector.  He  was  credited  on 
the  militia  roll  with  the  term  of  service  and  he  remained  6n  the  same 
company  roll  for  more  than  3  years  afterwards,  but  was  not  called  on  again 
in  class  5.  He  received  his  discharge  from  Capt.  David  Widner,  May  6,  1782 
and  left  the  bounds  of  the  same  company.   (This  discharge  is  in  the  safe 
of  the  Rev'y  and  1812  war  section  of  the  Pension  Office.)

Nov.  16,  1844  -  County  of  Clark,  Ind,  before  the  judge  of  Clark 
County  Circuit  Court,  appeared  Sophiah  Bottdorf,  aged  90  years  or  upwards 
of  said  County  Clark,  who  on  her  oath  made  the  following  declaration  in 
order  to  obtain  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  4,  1836, 
Affiant  states  she  is  the  widow  of  Henry  Bottdorf  deceased,  who  departed 
this  life  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  state  of  Kentucky,  May  10,  1806. 
Affiant  states  that  the  said  Henry  Bottdorf  left  at  his  death  this  affiant 
as  his  widow  that  she  continued  to  live  as  such  from  that  date  until  the 
present;  that  she  is  informed  and  ver-ily  believes  that  her  information  is 
true;  the  said  Henry  Bottdorf  enlisted  in  the  services  of  the  American 
Revolution  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania;  that  she  is  informed  by  her  said 
husband  that  he  was  an  ensign  in  said  service;  that  he  was  present  and 
engaged  in  the  battles  of  Brandywine  and  Geimantown;  that  he  was  out  during 
these  two  tours  of  8  and  9  months.  This  affiant  further  states  that  the 
said  Henry  Bottdorf  and  this  affiant  were  married  in  Lancaster  County, 
Penna,  by  the  Rev,  W,  i^ultz  of  the  Lutheran  Church;  that  she  does  not 
recollect  the  date  of  her  marriage  the  70  years  since  or  more  and  that  the 
said  Henry  Bottdorf  and  this  affiant  continued  to  live  together  as  such 
until  the  death  of  her  said  husband  as  above  stated. 

She  states  that  she  is  now  very  old  and  infirm  and  cannot  speak 
positively  as  to  the  dates  and  tours  performed  by  her  husband  but  he  was 
very  often  out  and  performed  all  the  duties  required  of  him  during  the 
Revolution;  that  her  said  husband  died  before  he  could  make  application 
for  a  pension  and  she  is  therefore  at  a  greater  loss  how  to  make  out  her 
declaration.  She  therefore  prays  that  a  favourable  consideration  may  be 
had  of  her  claim.

I  have  to  advise  you  from  the  papers  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
pension  claim,  W.3212,  it  appears  that  Jacob  Bower  was  born  December  20, 
1757,  place  not  stated. 

He  enlisted  in  June  1775  and  served  as  a  private  and  sergeant  in 
Captain  George  Nagel's  Company,  Colonel  Thompson's  Pennsylvania  Regiment 
and  continued  as  such,  during  the  march  from  Boston  to  New  York  and  thence 
to  Long  Island,  when  he  renounced  the  appointment. 

The  latter  part  of  1776,  he  was  appointed  Captain  in  the  Flying

I  continued  to  serve  wherever 
directed  until  5th.  day  of  Oct.  aforesaid  year  when  I  was  honorably  dis- 
charged for  6  months  sei^ices  rendered  by  the  certificate  of  Col.  Morgan, 
I  received  my  discharge  near  Amboy  in  state  of  New  York.  I  left  Reading 
in  company  with  Col,  Morgan  and  in  Philadelphia  entered  said  duties,  crossed 
the  River  Delaware  via  the  Jerseys,  New  Brunswick  to  the  North  Hiver  in 
N,  Y,  State  and  was  also  at  a  place  called  Vfell  Kiln  in  aforesaid,  I  have 
only  one  witness  in  my  power,  ivip.  Daniel  Nein,  a  resident  of  Berks  County, 
Pennsylvania.  He  is  a  creditable  person  and  is  several  years  older  than  I 
am,  I  could  not  prove  his  affidavit  in  open  court  on  account  of  the 
distance  and  old  age.

2nd,  Lieut,  was  Ross  Curry,  Ensign's  name  was  William  Creigh  or 
Gregg,  remained  about  3  weeks  in  Reading  recruiting,  camp  was  100  strong 
exclusive  of  officers,  marched  to  Phila.,  where  he  joined  the  army,  here 
army  divided,  part  ordered  to  Long  Island,  he  attached  to  the  3rd,  Regt. 
coitmanded  by  Col.  Creigh  or  Gregg,  Lieut,  Col.  was  Bonner,  remained  3  weeks 
in  Phila,  drilled  every  day,  marched  through  a  number  of  villages  to  a 
place  called  Sopus,  where  drilled  for  several  days,  then  marched  to  Albany, 
remained  about  three  weeks,  every  day  under  drill,  marched  to  Fort  Edwards 
lay  one  night,  next  morning  cross  Lake  George  on  ice  30  miles  and  arrived 
that  night  at  Fort  George,  in  Canada,  remained  there  some  time,  after  left 
there  marched  on  lend  for  several  miles  to  Lake  Champlain,  t^ken  on  board 
a  vessel,  large  boat,  went  down  lake  Champlain  to  Lake  Lard,  we  then  entered 
St,  Lawrence,  down  St,  Lawrence  to  3  Rivertown,  he  remained  here  a  short 
time  under  drill,  again  entered  St,  Lawrence,  went  to  Point  Shambo,  when 
arrived  here  the  Battle  was  fought  by  Gen.  Montgomery  at  Fort  Q.uebecke,  when 
news  arrived  we  got  orders  to  retreat,  up  St,  Lawrence,  the  British  pursueing 
all  this  time,  went  up  to  3  Riverstown,  thence  to  Sard  British  pursuing, 
down  St,  Lawrence  to  3  Riverstown,  had  a  sore  engagement  with  the  British 
engagement  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  lasted  until  all  ammunition 
exhausted,  a  new  supply  got,  a  second  fight  took  place,  lasted  until  ammunition 
was  all  ,  short  intennlssion,  again  supplied  with  ammunition,  a  third  fifeht 
took  place,  whole  engagement  lasted  until  12  o'clock  noon,  in  the  act  of 
loading  lost  forefinger  of  right  hand,  retreated  to  Sorel,  up  St,  Lawrence 
to  Lake  Champlain,  to  Fort  Champlain,  British  pursueing, VHere  sunk  cannon  and 
burnt  the  fort,  continued  up  Lake  to  West  Point,  to  Fort  Tlconderoga  where 
Genl,  Wayne  lay  with  an  army,  remained  here  until  June,  received  orders  to 
surrender  the  Fort,  Gen,  St.  Clair  and  we  marched  under  command  of  Gen,  Wayne 
to  Philadelphia,  remained  until  harvest  time,  comnenced  to  march  to  West

Brandywine  under  Gen.  Washington  (Conway  and  Wayne  along)  engaged  in  Battle 
Brandywine  (think  1778)  British  pursued  to  Valley  Forge,  lay  in  Winter 
Quarters,  following  Spring  marched  to  N,Y, ,  1778  Battle  Monmouth,  afterwards 
whole  array  marched  to  the  South  to  Georgetown,  engaged  in  Battle,  resulted 
in  Independence  of  Country,  took  Gen,  Cornwallis  and  whole  army  prisoners 
1783  ,  Received  discharge  from  Gen,  Farmer  which  was  lost.

Livingston  of  New  Jersey  - 
that  in  December  of  same  year  that  he  received  the  appointment  of  commissary 
of  military  stores  in  service  of  U.S. ,  in  which  capacity  he  continued  to 
serve  the  U.S.  until  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy  near  Brunswick  on  the  day 
that  Capt.  Voorhees  and  his  party  were  cut  to  pieces  by  the  British  Cavalry  - 
that  he  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Trenton,  Princeton,  and  Brandywine  - 
that  while  the  army  was  at  the  Valley  Forge,  he  received  the  commission  of 
captain  from  Congress,  which  commission  he  deposited  with  Major  French 
from  whom  he  never  afterwards  received  it,  and  what  became  of  it  he  does 
not  know.  That  he  is  now  85  years  of  age,  is  poor,  and  stands  in  need  of 
the  assistance  of  his  country.

18,  1818  -  placed  on 
pension  rolls,  name  since  stricken  off  rolls,  asks  for  investigation  of 
his  enlistment  as  mariner  during  the  Revolution,  On  a  certain  day  in  June 
1780,  petitioner  met  with  an  officer  in  a  public  house  in  Reading,  who  asked 
him  to  enlist,  name  of  officer  Scull,  enlisting  men  of  U.S.  as  mariners, 
taken  before  Mr.  Reeser  a  justice  who  administered  the  oath  and  received 
bounty  money,  after  remaining  in  Reading  sometime  about  70  men  enlisted, 
then  taken  to  Wilmington  on  board  the  Frigate  South  Carolina,  outside  capes 
taken  by  British  Frigates  conveyed  to  N.Y. ,  and  confined  on  the  Jersey 
Prison  Ship  laying  in  North  River,  treated  by  Hessian  and  British  guard 
with  savage  brutality,  remained  about  11  months,  Prisoner  of  War,  during 
this  period  many  died  of  starvation  and  cold  with  frozen  limbs. 
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The  numbers  of  Prisoners  amounted  to  about  1400  on  the  prison 
ship  -  out  of  the  70  men  of  his  crew  only  7  returned  home  and  only  3 
survive,  himself,  Michael  Spatz  and  .  _'..  John  Fox,  in  Nov.  27,  1829  aged 
nearly  70  years,

DECLARATION  OF  EVE  FRICKER 

January  E5,  1845  -  Eve  Fricker  a  little  over  100  years,  that  she 
married  John  Zweier  six  or  seven  years  before  he  enlisted  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution  and  had  two  children  before  he  went  into  service  -  married  at 
Pricetown,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  by  John  Baptist  DeRitter  (Catholic 
Clergyman) . 

John  Zweier  enlisted  at  Sinking  Spring  under  Peter  Deckert  for 
one  year  -  was  marched  to  Long  Island,  thence  to  Fort  Washington,  where 
he  was  taken  prisoner.  Taken  to  New  York,  and  imprisoned  there  and  died  - 
was  in  prison  from  two  to  four  months  before  dying.  Of  all  Deckert 's 
Company  that  left  this  place  but  one  returned,  a  man  named  Price,  since 
died.  She  thinks  Col.  Hull  was  in  command. 

During  the  time  husband  was  sick  at  Fort  Washington,  she  went  to 
him  and  remained  five  or  six  months,  received  rations,  no  pay,  washed  and 
cooked  for  soldiers  while  there. 

October  13,  1779  -  she  married  Anthony  Fricker.  He  was  engaged 
in  purchasing  horses  etc.  for  the  Government  at  this  time  -  lived  with 
Anthony  Fricker  until  his  death  November  27,  1796o  Her  maiden  name  was 
Eve  Baker. 

Michael  Spatz,  Revolutionary  soldier  and  Pensioner  states  after 
he  returned  from  the  war  he  married  the  widow  Peters,  whose  husband  died 
in  the  service  -  his  wife  states  she  was  out  with  Mrs.  Zweier  and  her 
husband.  Knew  her  eldest  son  Thomas  Zweier. 

February  2,  1845  -  Another  certification  from  James  M.  Jones, 
states  that  Eve  Fricker  claims  five  months  service,  that  she  helped  load 
cannon  etc.  at  Fort  Washington.

To  the  Honorable  the  Committee  on  Pensions  of  the  United  States 
in  Congress  assembled: 

The  petition  of  John  Fox  a  resident  Citizen  of  the  County  of  Berks 
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and  State  of  Pennsylvania, 

Respectfully  Sheweth: 

That  your  petitioner  was  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  the  18th,  of 
March  1818,  placed  on  the  Pension  List  Roll  at  the  rate  of  Eight  Dollars 
per  month  as  will  appear  by  his  certificate  herewith  presented  and  that  his 
name  has  been  stricken  frcm  the  Pension  List  Roll  and  therefore  humbly  states 
such  things  as  are  positive  facts  in  his  case  and  will  fully  appear  by 
Testimony;  thatyour  petitioner  was  fully  determined  to  take  an  active  part 
in  achieving  the  Liberties  and  priviledges  which  we  now  enjoy  and  that  as 
near  as  he  can  redollect  that  in  the  month  of  June  A»D.  1730  your  petitioner 
and  a  comrade  named  Michael  Spatz  were  determined  to  enlist  to  an  Infantry 
Corps  which  was  at  that  time  Enlisting  men  for  the  service  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Revolutionary  Vfer  in  Reading,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  - 
when  on  our  way  to  a  public  House  where  they  were  Enlisting  men  for  said 
Infantry  Corps  we  meet  with  a  certain  Officer  who  asked  us  boys  which  way  - 
we  then  answered  him  that  we  were  going  to  enlist  to  an  Infantry  Company 
Corps  -  he  then  said  his  name  was  Scull  that  he  was  enlisting  men  into  the 
Service  of  the  United  States  on  the  Continental  Establishment  as  J/Iarines 
and  that  we  should  enlist  to  him,  that  our  case  would  be  easier  to  enter 
with  him  and  prevailed  on  us  to  comply  -  we  then  agreed  and  we  were  brought 
before  a  certain  i'lr,  Rieser,  then  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  Berks 
County,  who  administered  the  usual  Oath  and  we  received  the  bounty  money 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States  for  and  during  the  V/ar  -  we  then  remained 
in  Reading  and  there  was  about  seventy  men  who  belonged  to  us  as  Marines  - 
we  were  marched  to  Wilmington  where  we  entered  on  board  a  Ship  called  the 
Carolina  -  unfortunately  we  on  a  certain  day  outside  the  Capes  were  captured 
by  the  British  Frigates  -  the  British  made  us  prisoners  of  War  -  conveyed 
us  to  New  York  and  confined  on  Board  the  Jersey  Prison  Ship  there  lying  on 
North  River  -  a  strong  Hessian  and  British  Cuard  was  our  doom  in  this 
situation  as  Prisoners  of  War  -  we  remained  at  least  eleven  months  treated 
by  the  Hessians  and  British  with  Savage  brutality.  Many  many  died  of 
starvation,  others  of  the  extreme  cold  and  the  treatment  on  some  days, 
fourteen  of  the  men  Died  out  of  our  seventy  men  and  only  seven  returned  to  t 
their  homes  -  of  the  surviving  I  am  one  and  l-lichael  Spatz  of  Reading  and 
Jacob  Fleisher  of  Berks  County  are  as  far  as  I  can  learn  the  only  three  who 
yet  survive.  I  now  humbly  state  to  my  Country  pure  facts  as  the  really 
occurred  and  desire  a  fair  and  Impartial  investigation  of  our  Enlistment 
which  we  have  solemnly  sworn  to  confiding  in  your  Honorable  bodies  that  the 
Voice  of  pity  may  grant  us  Relief  in  full  decline  of  Life  being  now  far 
advanced  in  Age,  poor  and  afflicted  and  further  that  our  Intentions  were 
good  when  we  did  Enlist  we  Enlisted  for  Liberty  and  equality  and  therefore 
humbly  state  etc.

Gen.  Vfeshington  too  was  on  the  Island  at  the  time, 
I  also  knew  Gen.  Han  (Hand-mos)  who  was  there.  From  the  Island  marched 
our  Corps  back  to  New  York  proceeded  19  or  20  miles  above  New  York  between 
what  was  called  the  North  River  and  South  River,  lay  there  from  Augo  27 
to  October,  from  there  to  V/hite  Plain,  had  battle  with  English  and  Hessians 
a  great  many  of  our  men  killed  at  this  battle.  Thinks  Gen.  Hand  commanded, 
proceeded  up  North  River  and  then  crossed  and  marched  without  stopping  till 
they  reached  Trenton,  and  there  remained  until  we  were  discharged,  got  no 
written  discharge,  arrived  hone  a  few  days  before  Christmas,  enlistment  5 
months. 

In  the  fall  after  return  drafted  for  8  months  and  marched  under 
Capt.  Hill  and  Lieut  Henry  Strauch,  rendezvoued  at  Reading.  Marched  to 
V/indsor  Twp,  to  Tile  Church  which  was  full  of  powder,  to  guard  it.  There 
we  lay  the  whole  time  of  2  months,  we  were  then  discharged  and  I  returned 
home,  whole  period  of  service  about  seven  months.

At  a  certain  place  called  Valley  Forge  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  received  discharge  from  the  hands  of  Col,  Stuard  sinose  lost 
or  mislaid.  In  Battles  of  Long  Island,  White  Plains,  Princeton,  Germantown, 
and  Brandywine,  on  3rd.  day  of  January  1777  at  Battle  of  Princeton  received 
a  wound  in  left  shoulc'er  of  a  musket  ball  from  enemy.  Has  no  other 
evidence  of  service  except  affidavits  of  Nicholas  Lott,  John  Strohecker, 
Casper  Madera,  and  Philip  Nagle  which  were  obtained  in  Reading  before 
Frederick  Heller,  Justice. 

He  is  a  Mason,  has  no  family  at  present,  Feb,  6,  1823. 

Berks  County,  May  20,  1823  -  came  Philip  Jacob  Lott,  said  he 
was  a  soldier  in  Revolutionary  War,  at  the  same  time  an  old  man  Iitotthias 
Rehr  of  Herford  Township,  Berks  County,  who  swore  he  enlisted  in  Reading  the 
2nd.  or  3rd,  day  of  March,  1776  for  terra  of  20  months  in  Rifle  Company 
commanded  by  Capt.  Henry  Christ,  Col.  Miles,  and  that  Philip  Jacob  Lott  is 
the  same  one  who  enlisted  in  same  Rifle  Company.

77  years,  that  he  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States  a  Volunteer 
Militia  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  under  the  following  officers,  and 
served  as  herein  stated,  that  he  entered  first,  in  Reading,  Berks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  1st.  day  of  October  in  the  year  1776  in  the  Company 
of  Militia  commanded  by  Captain  George  Will,  in  the  Regiment  commanded  by 
General  Irvine,  and  that  he  marched  from  Reading  to  Pottsgrove,  Germantown, 
Philadelphia,  from  there  to  Newtovm  in  the  County  of  Bucks,  Pennsylvania 
and  that  he  continued  the  said  service  for  the  term  of  two  months ,  and 
that  he  had  received  an  Honorable  Discharge  for  faithful  service  in  Decem- 
ber of  the  year  aforesaid  at  Newtown,  Bucks  County,  and  that  he  again  enter- 
ed the  service  as  a  Volunteer  in  the  beginning  of  August  in  the  year  1777 
in  the  Company  commanded  by  Capt.  Conrad  Geists  Militia  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Regiment  coiananded  by  Col.  Hunter  and  that  he  entered  in  Reading  county 
aforesaid,  that  he  marched  through  Pottsgrove,  Germantown,  Philadelphia, 
Chester,  Wilmington  and  to  Brandywine,  that  he  was  in  the  Battle  of  Brandy- 
wine  in  September  of  the  year  1777  and  that  he  received  an  Honorable  Discharge 
after  having  served  two  months;  that  he  received  the  discharge  from  Captain 
Geist  in  October  of  the  aforesaid  year  and  was  discharged  at  a  place  called 
Trapp,  Montgomery  County  and  that  he  again  entered  in  the  month  of  April 
in  the  year  1778  in  a  company  of  Militia  commanded  by  Capt.  Tolbert  in 
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Col.  Lotz'  Regimett  and  that  in  this  service  he  was  chosen  to  guard 
coramisary  Store  in  Reading.  Also  chosen  to  guard  Hessians  called 
Hanoverians,  that  he  remained  as  guard  for  2  months,  until  June  3,  or 
4  1778,  when  he  again  received  a  certificate  from  Capt.  Tolbert  at 
Reading,  Pennsylvania, 

That  he  again  entered  the  service  as  a  volunteer  in  Reading 
about  July  4,  1778  in  a  Company  of  Militia  commanded  by  Capt.  Sebastian 
Miller,  Ifajor  John  Cunius  marched  from  Reading  through  Allentown,  to 
Easton,  to  a  place  called  Manasing,  that  he  did  duty  along  the  River 
Delaware,  continued  in  service  uhtil  Sept.  6  and  discharged  at  Manasing 
in  Pennsylvania,  having  served  9  months. 

That  he  volunteered  to  guard  the  British  prisoners  and  officers 
and  that  the  said  Prisoners  were  destined  to  be  taken  to  N.Y.  and  that  he 
marched  from  Reading  with  the  prisoners  to  N.Y.  then  marched  the  prisoners 
to  Correl's  Ferry,  thence  to  Brunswick  in  the  State  of  Jersey,  Gabriel 
Hiester  acted  as  Major  in  this  service,  that  he  entered  the  last  service 
in  October  1778,  served  1  full  month,  redeived  discharge  at  Correl's  Ferry, 
all  certificates  lost.

CHRISTIAN  MiffiERA 

The  data  furnished  herein  were  obtained  from  papers  on  file 
in  pension  claim,  S. 38180,  based  upon  the  service  of  Christian  Madera  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

Christian  Madera  was  a  native  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  date 
of  birth  not  given,  nor  are  the  names  of  his  parents  stated. 

He  enlisted,  place  not  shown,  in  the  spring  of  1776,  served  as  a 
private  in  Captain  Nagel's,  David  Karris',  and  William  Wilson's  companies. 
Colonel  Hand's  and  James  Chambers'  Pennsylvania  regiments;  he  was  in  the 
battles  of  Long  Island,  ^^ite  Plains,  Brandywine,  Paoli,  Germantown,  and 
Chestnut  Hill,  spent  the  winter  of  1777  and  1778  at  Valley  Forge,  and  was 
discharged  May  31,  1778.  He  was  elected  in  1778  ensign  in  a  militia 
company  of  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  served  two  months  in  the  sunmer 
of  that  year,  names  of  officers  not  given. 
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After  the  Revolution  he  was  promoted  captain  in  the  militia  and 
went  on  an  expedition  to  Wyoming  in  pursuit  of  the  Indians,  and  during  the 
Whiskey  Insurrection,  he  served  as  quartermaster  in  the  cavalry  at 
Pittsburgh. 

Christian  Madera  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed 
April  28,  1818,  at  which  time  he  was  aged  about  fifty-nine  years  and  living 
in  Monongalia  County,  Virginia  (later  West  Virginia).  He  was  living  in 
1820  in  Morgantown,  Virginia,  and  then  stated  he  had  been  blind  since  1814. 

Christian  Madera  married  February  23,  1779  Anna  or  Ann  Bierly, 
Their  marriage  was   recorded  on  the  books  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  of 
Reading,  Pennsylvania.  She  vr&s   aged  about  sixty-five  years  in  1320,  and 
then  living  in  Morgantown,  Virginia. 

Their  daughter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Morgan,  widow  of  Captain  Zackquil 
Morgan  {he  died  while  serving  in  the  12th,  United  States  Infantry)  was 
living  with  her  six  small  children  in  a  part  of  her  father's  house  in 
Morgantown,  Virginia  in  1820.  The  names  of  her  children  are  not  stated. 

Christian  Madera  died  Marc^  15,  1822. 

A  son  his  name  not  given,  was  postmaster  of  Morgantown,  Virginia 
in  1836. 

The  papers  in  this  claim  contain  no  further  reference  to  the 
family  of  the  soldier,  Christian  Madera,

I  have  to  advise  that  from  the  papers  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
pension  claim  R.6825  it  appears  that  Michael  Madeira  was  born  in  1757  in 
Oley  Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania. 

While  a  resident  of  Reading,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  he 
enlisted  and  served  as  a  private  in  the  Pennsylvania  Troops  as  follows: 

From  August  1776  in  Captain  John  Whitman's  Company  guarding 
prisoners  from  said  Reading  to  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  length  of  time 
not  stated. 

From  November  1776  to  the  latter  part  of  December  1776  under 
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Major  Gabriel  Hlester  guarding  prisoners  from  said  Reading  to  Brunswick, 
New  Jersey, 

From  December  29,  1776  to  last  of  January  1777  In  Captain  George 
Will's  Company  and  from  September  1777  to  November  1,  1777  In  Captain  John 
Alstad's  Company. 

From  August  1778  to  November  1778  In  Captain  Sebastian  Miller's 
Company  in  the  regiment  commanded  by  Major  John  Cunlus. 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  August  17,  1833 
while  a  resident  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  He  died  December  13,  1833  in 
said  Reading. 

Soldier  married  December  8,  1778  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  Ann 
Elizabeth  Dick  of  said  town.  She  died  December  21,  1836  in  Reading.

NICHOLAS  MADERA 

The  record  of  Nicholas  Madeira,  the  data  of  which  were  obtained 
from  the  papers  on  file  in  pension  claim,  Ro21708,  based  upon  his  service 
in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Nicholas  Madeira  (as  soldier  signed)  was  born  December  26,  1763 
in  Reading,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  baptized  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church;  ths  names  of  his  parents  are  not  given. 

Nicholas  Madeira  applied  for  pension  October  22,  1832,  while 
residing  in  Morgantown,  Monongalia  County,  Virginia,  and  alleged  that 
while  residing  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  he  enlisted  in  July,  1777  served 
as  a  druBiner  under  Major  Zigler,  Sigler,  or  Tinley  in  the  Pennsylvania 
troops,  was  at  the  battle  of  Brandywine  and  was  discharged  after  having 
served  tvra  months;  that  he  enlisted  in  the  suiamer  of  1778,  served  two 
months  as  drummer  in  Captain  Sebastian  Miller's  company,  under  Major  John 
Cunlus  in  the  Pennsylvania  troops,  was  in  an  expedition  against  the 
Indians  and  Tories  on  the  Delaware  River  (three  of  soldiers  brothers,  namely 
Micheal,  Casper,  and  Christian  Madeira,  served  in  the  same  company  vdth 
him);  that  he  enlisted  in  May  1730,  and  served  as  private  in  Captain 
Kennedy's  company,  in  the  7th,  Pennsylvania  regiment,  length  of  tour  seven 
months;  that  he  enlisted  in  the  spring  of  1781,  under  Captain  John  Fasick 
(Fasig  or  Fesig)  in  the  artillery,  was  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown  and  at  the 
surrender  of  Cornwallis  and  was  discharged  after  having  served  on  this  tour 
sixteen  or  seventeen  months. 

His  claim  was  not  allowed  as  he  failed  to  furnish  proof  of  service 
as  required  by  the  pension  laws. 
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Nicholas  Madeira  after  moving  from  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  resided 
six  years  in  Fredericktown,  Maryland,  thence  to  Monongalia  County,  Virginia. 

No  reference  was  made  in  the  claim  to  wife  or  children; 

In  1932,  Nicholas  ifeideira's  brother  Micheal,  was  living  in  Berks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Reading.   In  the  same  year,  soldier's  nephew, 
Nicholas  B.  Madera,  was  postmaster  at  Monongalia  County,  Virginia,  and  still 
serving  in  the  capacity  the  following  year. 

WLLLIM  MANEBSCK  -  W.3435 

Personally  appeared  William  Manebeck  of  Reading,  Jeweler,  Nov. 
1833  -  states  he  is  in  his  7End.  year.  That  he  enlisted  in  the  town  of 
Lebanon,  Dauphin  (now  Lebanon)  County,  in  the  year  1778  in  a  Company 
commanded  by  Capt.  Mings  (artificers).  Col.  Benjamin  Flower's  Regiment 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  that  at  the  expiration  of  said  period  he  was 
discharged  on  the  14th.  day  of  April  1779  as  will  appear  by  discharge 
hereto  annexed,  and  signed  by  Benjamin  Flower  (certificate  still  attached) 
Colonel.  That  he  marched  from  the  town  of  Lebanon  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  remained  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment,  that  he 
received  a  small  bounty  but  does  not  recollect  how  much.

Penn.  Columbia  County,  on  the  10th.  day  of  December,  1832  -  before 
Leonard  Rupert,  Esq.,  Associate  Judge,  Columbia  County,  Christian  Markel,  a 
resident  of  Brear  Creek  Township,  Columbia  County  aged  71  years.  That  he 
enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  on  the  17th.  day  of  July  1778 
together  with  Frederick  Kremer,  Peter  Sharer  and  several  other  persons.  He 
was  then  an  inhabitant  of  Richmond  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  That  he 
was  employed  during  this  term  of  enlistment  as  a  teamster  in  the  Array,  John 
Fasck  was  my  Captain  and  Henry  Holler  was  General  Wagon  Master.  I  served 
this  term  until  the  last  of  October  when  I  was  discharged.  I  served  some- 
thing longer  than  three  months.  I  was  employed  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  to  wit,  first  from  Reading  to  Philadelphia 
thence  to  Trenton,  Iviorristown,  Elizabeth  Town,  New  Windsor  and  then  returned 
to  Reading  where  I  was  discharged. 

That  he  again  enlisted  under  Captain  John  Faseck  in  the  Spring  of 
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1779,  The  particular  date  or  month  he  does  not  recollect,  at  Reading 
Pennsylvania,  together  with  George  Resler  and  others  and  served  diiring 
six  months,  under  General  Henry  Holler  in  the  Regiment  under  General 
Wayne,  That  he  marched  from  Reading  to  Easton,  thence  to  Morristovm 
New  Jersey  thence  to  Elizabeth,  thence  to  Topon,  New  Jersey  and  from 
thence  to  Reading  where  he  was  discharged.  That  he  again  enlisted  under 
Captain  John  Faseck  at  Reading  in  the  spring  of  1780,  for  a  term  of 
six  months.  That  he  served  in  the  same  Regiment  and  under  the  same 
officers  as  before.  That  he  marched  from  Reading  to  Philadelphia,  thence 
to  Trenton,  New  Jersey  to  Elizabeth  Town,  to  Topon,  New  Jersey,  at  which 
place  he  arrived  the  day  after  Major  Andre  was  hung,  to  wit,  on  the 
3rd.  of  October  1780.

Township,  Columbia  County  since  the  War,

Your  Memorialeit  Philip  Nagle  a  volunteer  Drum  Major  in  the 
company  commanded  by  Capt.  Selin  in  the  regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Hazen 
novj  aged  about  75  years,  that  he  entered  first  as  a  volunteer  in  Captain 
(Jraul's  Company  of  foot  only  a  short  period. 

Meeting  Captain  Selin  he  said  my  good  fellow  will  you  serve  me 
as  Dnimmer  to  which  I  accordingly  complied  with  he  had  only  a  few  men  at 
that  time.  At  the  time  I  first  served  Capt.  Graul  was  in  the  month  of 
July  1776  and  in  the  month  of  December  of  the  same  year  I  served  Capt. 
Selin' s  Company  and  served  as  volunteer.  I  then  received  United  States 
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uniform  clothing,  I  then  put  them  on  and  recruiting  the  Capt.  Selin  had 
the  driun  head  nearly  filled  with  silver  dollars  so  that  in  a  short  time 
we  enlisted  many  men  in  Reading,  Berks  County  and  Capt.  Christ  I  also 
beat  the  drum  for  him  at  the  same  time  he  was  recruiting  men  for  the 
United  States  service,  I  also  was  sent  to  Lancaster  and  York,  Pennsylvania 
for  the  same  purpose  aforesaid,  I  have  done  my  duty  superior  to  that  of 
any  enlisted  soldier,  I  was  not  sick  during  said  service  except  about  two 
days» 

I  was  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine  in  Sept,  1777.  There  Sergeant 
Nicholas  Lott  fell  by  a  severe  wound,  I  was  also  in  the  Battle  of  Long 
Island,  German  Town,  October  1777  -  I  was  at  the  Battle  of  Yorktovm, 
Virginia  1781  as  near  as  I  can  recollect  was  in  the  fall  of  October.  I 
was  then  in  Hazens  Regiment ,  Governor  Nelson  commanded  and  took  the  field 
in  person  of  the  Virginia  Militia.  La  Fayette  was  here  to  attack  with  the 
bayonett,  Colonel  Hamilton  was  also  here  in  this  battle.  Major  Barbour 
acted  aid  to  La  Fayette  he  was  a  fine  man.  Some  of  the  enemys  redoubts 
were  carried  some  in  ten  minutes. 

I  do  sincerely  declare  that  I  am  of  firm  opinion  that  I  have  beat 
the  Revalee  more  than  2372  times  as  I  beat  the  same  every  morning  except 
the  two  in  which  I  was  sick.

November  20,  1821  -  personally  appeared  in  the  open  court  of 
Franklin  County,  Philip  Nagle  aged  61  years  resided  in  the  county  of 
Franklin  who  being  sworn  declared  that  he  the  said  Philip  Nagle  was  enlist- 
ed at  Pottsgrove  in  Philadelphia  County  by  Captain  Herbert  in  the  first 
week  of  April,  1777  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  nine  months.  That  he  was 
attached  to  the  Battalion  commanded  by  Colonel  Miles  and  attached  to  the 
Battalion  under  the  immediate  command  of  Colonel  Atley  whose  Battalion  was 
afterwards  commanded  by  Colonel  WalterStewart  and  Captain  Gray  by  whom  he 
was  discharged  at  Valley  Forge  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania  the  first 
week  of  January,  1779  having  served  one  year  and  9  months.  That  he  was 
drafted  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland  and  served  nine  months  commanded  by 
Captain  Shields  and  Peirce.  That  he  was  again  drafted  at  Hagerstown, 
Maryland  for  five  months  during  which  time  he  was  commanded  by  Captain 
Cleggett  and  discharged  by  Governor  Lee  at  Annapolis,  Maryland  having 
served  five  months.

Cornv/allis  at  Yorktown,  That  he  has  not  been  placed  on  any  pension  roll. 

Family  consists  of  wife  aged  51  and  4  children  a  son  about  28 
years,  daughter  Susanna  about  22  years,  Jacob  aged  about  21  years  lives 
in  Ciunberland  County,  daughter  Polly  aged  about  18  years.  Samuel  aged 
12,  dumb,  at  home. 

Philip  Nagel  is  a  tinner  by  trade  but  from  a  wound  received  at 
Geimantown  in  the  right  arm  and  a  cut  received  by  an  axe  when  building 
a  Fort  at  Red  Bank  near  Philadelphia  is  in  a  great  measure  unable  to  work. 

V/e  the  subscribers ,  neighbors  of  Philip  Nagel  certify  to 
indigent  circumstances.

On  8,11,1833  -  personally  appeared  before  Judges  of  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  Susanna  Philippi  resident  of 
Berks,  aged  69  years,  Said  she  was  widow  of  Abraham  Philippi,  a  musician  in 
militia  and  afterwards  a  private  in  regular  service  of  U.S.  in  Rev.  War. 
He  served  first  as  drafted  militia  man  as  musician  for  2  months,  that  he 
marched  from  Reading  under  Capt.  Rightmeyer  (who  the  other  Cos,  officers  were 
she  doesn't  know,  nor  can  she  tell  to  what  regiment  he  was  attached)  toiivards 
Philadelphia,  and  after  absence  of  said  term  he  returned  to  Reading  and 
sometime  after  (cannot  say  how  long  nor  can  she  mention  the  time  when  he 
first  marched  as  a  militia  man  but  knows  it  was  during  Rev»  War.)  he  the 
aforesaid  Abraham  Philippi  enlisted  as  private  in  Regular  Army  of  U.S.,  she 
is  unable  to  name  officers  under  whom  he  served  but  knows  he  was  again  marched 
from  Reading  on  the  Road  leading  to  Philadelphia,  and  was  absent  7  months 
and  better  when  he  again  returned  to  Reading  that  Reading  was  then  and  up 
to  his  death  his  residence.

Sebastian  was  in  Capt.  Geist's  Company.  Thinks  both  their  companies  marched 
from  Reading  at  same  time  and  continued  together  during  tour  of  duty  of 
2  months.  The  2  companies  marched  under  Col.  liinter  of  Militia  (Col»  Hinter 
called  Col.  JSger)  to  Philadelphia,  thence  to  Chester  where  they  encamped 
a  short  time,  then  to  Wilmington.  Algaier  states  Abraham  Philippi  was  then 
a  mere  stripling  of  about  16  or  17  years,  but  about  ten  years  from  time  of 
his  military  service  or  perhaps  some  years  earlier  he  married  aforesaid 
Susanna.

Declaration  of  Conrad  Riegelman  April  13,  1833  -  a  resident  of 
Greenwich  Township,  aged  74  years. 

He  was  drafted  in  the  militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  does 
not  recollect  precise  time,  and  attached  to  the  Company  of  Captain  Jacob 
Ladich,  in  the  Regiment  of  Col,  Balzer  Geehr,  Major  Lindemuth  and  served 
two  months  in  the  same,  resided  at  the  time  in  Greenwich  Township,  marched 
from  Reading,  thence  through  Easton,  Bethlehem,  New  Jersey  to  Amboy  where 
he  remained  until  his  time  expired  and  he  was  sent  home.  Again  drafted  in 
the  Militia,  and  attached  to  Company  Captain  Daniel  Will,  The  Company 
assembled  at  Hamburg,  from  thence  marched  through  Shamokin  to  Fort  Wallace 
near  Wyoming  where  he  remained  until  his  term  of  sertice  which  was  two 
months  had  expired. 
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He  was  once  more  drafted  in  the  militia  and  attached  to  the 
Company  of  Captain  Jacob  Leiby,  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  marched 
from  home  to  Philadelphia  from  whence  they  were  marched  to  Newtown  where 
he  remained  until  his  term  of  service  which  was  two  months  expired  and  he 
was  sent  home* 

Cannot  recollect  exact  times  he  served  nor  continental  regiments 
nor  names  of  any  regular  officers.  No  documentary  evidence  of  service  nor 
knows  of  any  person  whose  testimony  he  can  procure. 

Jacob  George,  Maxatawney  Township  and  John  Kutz  of  Kutztown 
certify  Conrad  Riegelman  was  believed  in  their  neighborhood  to  be  a 
Revolutionary  soldier,  1833o.

MICHAEL  ROGjiRS  -  R.8956 

State  of  Pennsylvania,  Berks  County. 

On  the  6th.  of  August  1841  -  Common  Pleas  Court  personally  appear 
Michael  Rogers  a  resident  of  Berks  Coimty,  aged  77  years  and  past,  before 
the  Hon.  John  Banks,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  that  he 
enter,  or  was  drafted,  into  Captain  John  Wltman's  Company  Militia  August  first 
and  in  Regiment  commanded  by  Col,  Joseph  Hiester,  enter  service  at  Reading 
and  continued  said  service  from  the  time  aforesaid  to  the  2nd.  Oct.  when 
honorably  Discharged  for  2  months  service  at  Trenton.  I  marched  from  Reading 
via  Philadelphia  to  Trenton,  he  entered  the  second  services  not  drafted  a 
Volunteer  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  1777  in  the  beginning  of  Ivlay  in  the  Com- 
pany of  Militia  Musketry  commanded  by  Captain  Stahly.  I  was  not  attached  to 
Regimeht.  I  was  placed  a  Centinel  a  guard  to  the  Ammunition  waggons  and 
Military  stores.  I  continued  a  guard  to  the  2nd.  day  of  July  when  honorable 
discharged  at  Reading  for  two  months  service.  Both  discharges  have  been  lost 
or  mislaid  the  Thjrd  service  I  voluntary  of  my  own  free  will  and  accord 
signed  my  name  a  Volunteer  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  To  serve  Captain  Von 
Heer  of  the  Light  Dragoons  for  the  term  of  six  months  commencing  from  the 
first  of  July  1731  and  to  serve  to  1st.  of  January  1732  and  continued  this 
service  for  the  full  term  of  my  said  engagement  with  Captain  Von  Heer  six 
months  service  with  Captain  Bartholmen  Von  Heer  when  he  was  honorably  dis- 
charged by  said  Von  Heer  for  6  months  service  at  a  Certain  Place  then  called 
Wall  Kiln  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  that  said  Troop  was  not  attached  to 
Regiment  but  was  generally  called  the  Independent  Troop  and  was  at  several 
Times  the  Body  Guard  of  General  George  V/ashlngton.  Discharge  is  also  lost 
and  the  members  who  served  with  him  are  dead.  Namely  David  Fox  a  Trumpeter 
in  said  Troop.  Andrew  Fox,  Frederick  Graeff ,  Lewis  Keiger,  and  that  these 
persons  have  all  died,  and  also  deprived  of  the  Testimony  of  a  Certain  Man, 
namely,  Daniel  Lebo,  who  reside  17  miles  distant  from  Reading,  also  Dead, 
had  he  survived  he  had  full  knowledge  of  my  services.  The  following  is  the 
line  of  March  in  the  Troop  of  Capt,  B.  Von  Heer  from  Reading  via  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  to  Trenton  from  here  to  the  State  of  Vfell  Kiln  in  New  York, 
That  Adam  Koch  was  also  a  member  of  said  Troop,  The  applicant  did  not  make 
application  sooner  as  he  did  not  desire  the  same,  now  poor  and  stands  in 
need  of  his  Country's  assistance  for  his  support  and  that  he  has  no  Church 
Record  of  his  Birth,  only  a  Family  Memorandum,  that  he  was  born  in  the 
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County  of  Philadelphia  on  11th.  September  1762  (refers  Pension  Office  to 
Hon.  George  May  Keim  of  Coggress  as  to  his  character).  He  knew  Col,  Thomas 
Proctor  of  the  Artillery,   Col.  Brodhead,  do  Daniel  Udree ,  do  Nicholas 
Lotz,  Henry  Haller.  This  officer  was  in  Service  called  Flying  Camp,  and 
commanded  the  men  who  enlisted  for  six  months.  Also  knew  Capt,  Peter  Nagle , 
do  Conrad  Geist  and  Capt.  Selin  in  Col.  Moses  Hazen's  Regiment,  He  also 
knew  James  Heaton  of  same  Company  and  Regiment »  do  Henry  Nelder  same  Com- 
pany and  Regiment  and  Nicholas  Lott  he  was  wounded  by  the  Elnemy  in  one  of 
his  legs  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine,  his  wound  was  attended  to  and  cured 
by  John  Otto  who  was  a  Surgeon  and  Physician  of  some  of  the  Hospitals  for 
the  Unites  States  Army  at  the  time  I  entered  my  said  services,  all  of  them 
at  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  were  I  now  Reside  and  have  not  changed  my  Place 
of  Residence.

Col,  Mengis,  served  for  20  months  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge. 

Appoints  William  H,  Creebbe  of  Philadelphia,  his  attorney  to 
procirpe  pension,  29th.  Sept,  1852. 

Also  swears  that  the  troop  in  which  he  served  acted  as  a  life  guard 
to  General  Vfeshington  and  in  that  capacity  were  at  battle  of  Trenton,  he 
distinctly  remembers  that  action  and  witnessed  the  capture  of  many  Hessians, 

On  29th,  August  1841,  before  William  Schoener  a   Jus,  P.  appear- 
ed Michael  Spatz  a  resident  of  the  county  and  state  aforesaid,  a  Mariner 
formerly  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 
a  pensioner  who  being  duly  sworn  that  Michael  RdJdgers  is  the  Identical 
Michael  Rodgers  who  served  as  private  in  the  array  of  the  United  States. 
That  he  was  in  service  in  the  years  1776  -  1777  and  in  1781,  first  two  tours 
were  of  2  months  each  and  on  account  of  lapse  of  memory  he  can't  remember 
conananding  officers  names  of  1st.  two  tours,  in  the  last  (1781)  he  was  in 
Company  of  Dragoons  Commanded  by  Capt,  Session  1338-39, 

Senate  Journal,  p.  1130-1,  17th,  June,  Bill  574  of  Berks  etc, 
look  up  (his  2nd.  Lieut's  name  was  Meidinger  or  V/.) 

Daniel  Lebo  takes  oath  that  M,  Rodgers  served  in  Rev,  Vfer  with 
the  Commissary  Harvey,  can't  be  positive  regarding  time  but  he  was  a 
faithful  member  of  said  body. 

Note  -  All  that  Michael  Rodgers  received  from  the  U,S.  was  160 
acres  of  land,  this  was  a  federal  not  a  State  Grant,

Previous  to  my  enlistment,  I  left 
the  place  where  I  now  reside  and  went  up  to  my  father's  house,  7  miles 
above  the  town  of  Reading,  Berks  County  where  I  enlisted. 

He  hereby  relinquishes  every  claim  whatever  to  a  pension  or 
annuity  except  the  present  and  he  declares  that  his  name  is  not  on  the 
pension  roll  of  any  agency  in  any  state,  only  that  of  the  agency  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.

In  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  7, 
1832.  State  of  Pennsylvania,  County  of  Berks. 

On  this  10th.  day  of  November  personally  appeared  in  open  court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  county  of  Berks  aforesaid,  George  Schnell,  a  resident 
of  the  Borough  of  Reading  in  the  county  of  Berks  aforesaid  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania  who  being  duly  sworn  according  to  law  doth  on  his  oath  make  the 
following  declaration  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  the  provision  made 
by  the  act  of  Congress  passed  June  7,  1832,  That  he  entered  the  service  of 
the  United  States  under  the  following  named  officers,  and  served  as  herein 
stated. 

I  was  in  one  of  the  classes  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia,  I  was 
drafted  in  1779,  We  were  ordered  out  and  marched  in  the  latter  part  of 
September  1780.  I  then  resided  in  this  town,  I  served  Captain  Charles 
Goben's  Company,  Col,  Joseph  Hiester  was  our  Colonel,  our  Majors  name  was 
Scull,  We  were  drafted  for  two  months  and  served  the  term  out  and  were  paid 
for  the  same,  our  original  destination  was  West  Point,  We  marched  from 
Reading  through  Pottsgrove,  The  Trap,  Bucks  County,  New  Hope,  crossed  the 
Delaware  in  Shallops  and  Boats  on  Sunday  morning  at  Cornells  Ferry,  thence 
to  Trenton  from  Trenton  we  marched  to  Crooked  Billet  or  Germantown  in  New 
Jersey  where  we  lay  a  few  days  were  ordered  back,  in  consequence  of  the 
capture  of  Major  Andre,  We  then  returned  home. 

The  spring  after  I  served  two  months  under  Captain  Philip  Miller 
I  was  drafted  to  the  service  again.  My  business  was  to  guard  Hessian 
prisoners  in  Reading,  I  served  and  was  paid  for  two  months.  We  stood  guard 
as  in  the  army.  After  serving  two  months  another  class  was  drafted,  I 
was  discharged.  This  term  of  service  was  to  the  best  of  my  recollection 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  1731,  ending  about  the  first  of  July, 
During  this  time  I  attended  to  no  civil  employment  but  devoted  my  time 
wholly  to  the  government  service. 

Previous  to  this  to  wit  in  the  year  1779  I  was  employed  for  the 
United  States  service  by  Colonel  Morgan,  I  was  pressed  into  the  service  to 
assist  in  Siezing  horses,  gears,  wagons  the  use  of  the  government  in 
conveying  provisions  to  the  Army  in  New  Jersey,  when  resistance  was  made 
we  took  by  the  order  of  Col,  Morgan,  muskets,  ball  cartridge,  Vife  had  to 
keep  in  readiness  for  two  months  to  start  at  any  moment.  We  siezed  horses, 
wagons,  gears,  the  people  often  made  great  resistance.  On  one  occasion 
beat  the  men  off.  This  service  Col,  Morgan  expressly  informed  us  was  equal 
to  two  months  service  in  the  Militia  and  would  stand  as  a  Tour  of  that 
duration. 

I  have  no  papers  or  documents,  I  received  my  pay,  but  no  papers, 
I  was  born  on  the  5th.  day  of  April  1760  and  was  83  years  old  last  April. 

George  Schnell 
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Sebastian  Allgaier,  a  resident  of  Berks  County,  makes  affidavit 
saying,  I  am  a  Revolutionary  pensioner,  I  am  well  acquainted  with  G-eorge 
Schnell,  I  know  that  he  served  a  tour  of  two  months  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  We  were  together,  we  were  drafted 
and  served  two  months  in  the  year  1730,  we  marched  from  Reading  to  Trenton 
at  the  time  Major  Andre  was  taken,  I  know  George  Schnell  served  two  months. 

We  were  under  Captain  Charles  Goben,  I\Iajor  Scull,  Col»  Hiester. 

We  were  drafted  for  two  months  and  served  thattime.  I  also  know  that 

George  Schnell  was  in  the  United  States  service  as  a  guard  of  the  Hessians 
who  were  prisoners  under  Captain  Philip  Miller,

George  Shall  a  resident  of  Hagerstovm  aged  76  years. 

That  he  was  born  between  Reading  and  Lebanon  to  wit  in  Berks 
County,  September  1,  1756,  as  he  has  always  been  told  and  was  written  in 
his  father's  bibleo  This  deponent  was  bound  apprentice  to  the  trade  of 
shoemaker  in  1769  in  the  town  of  York  in  Pennsylvania,  and  lived  there  until 
the  year  1776  when  in  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  June  he  left  York  as  a 
private  in  a  Militia  Company  commanded  by  Capt.  William  Bayly  and  marched 
under  his  command  to  Lancaster,  Philadelphia,  Trenton,  Brunswick,  lilizabeth- 
town,  Newark  and  thence  to  Parken  Point  (Bergen  Point)  where  he  enlisted  for 
six  months  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  receiving  eight  dollars 
bounty. 

He  was  still  under  the  commandjof  Capt.  Bayly,  but  he,  Capt.  Bayly 
was  very  shortly  promoted  to  command  the  battalion  which  was  part  of  the 
Flying  Camp  and  was  composed  of  five  Companies.  Smiers,  Ewing,  Doitt, 
Williams  and  ours,  in  the  command  of  which  Major  Bayly  was  succeeded  by 
Christian  Stake  who  had  been  his  lieutenant.  Col.  Swope  commanded  the 
Regiment,  I  was  not  draughted,  nor  did  I  volunteer  nor  was  I  a  substitute 
when  I  marched  from  York  with  Capt.  Bayly. 

The  whole  body  of  enrolled  Militia  was  called  out  and  when  we 
marched  few  were  left  behind  but  the  old  the  very  young  and  the  feeble. 

From  Parkin  Point  we  went  up  the  North  River  to  a  place  opposite 
Fort  Washington  where  we  were  forthwith  set  to  work  to  build  Fort  Lee. 

litfhen  Fort  Washington  was  taken  our  Colonel  Swope  and  Itojor  Bayly 
and  nearly  the  whole  of  our  battalion  were  made  prisoners  of  War. 

My  own  Captain  Christian  Stake,  Lieutenant  Holtzinger  and  ensign 
Barnet  and  all  the  rank  and  file,  except  about  14  of  whom  I  was  one,  were 
taken  prisoners.  I  escaped  capture  in  the  following  manner,  two  days  before 
the  capture  of  Fort  Washington  I  was  sent  as  part  of  a  guard  with  two  wagons 
loaded  I  believe  with  ammunition  from  Fort  Lee  to  Fort  Washington  and  at 
the  latter  place,  received  a  pass  with  orders  to  return  to  Fort  Lee  with 
letters  of  which  14  or  15  men  were  put  into  my  hands. 

I  recrossed  the  river  with  two  soldiers  sent  with  me  immediately 
on  stepping  out  of  the  ferry  boat  I  met  my  Colonel  Swope  who  was  there  with 
the  troops  just  about  to  cross  over,  I  told  him  I  had  letters  for  him  and 
it  being  night  we  went  into  the  guard  house  to  the  light  when  I  handed  him 
the  letters,  he  took  all  except  two  one  directed  to  Gen.  Ewing  and  one  to 
Gen,  Greene  and  ordered  me  to  deliver  these  letters  as  soon  as  possible,  etc. 

The  next  day  we  were  ordered  to  parade  to  cross  the  river,  when 
Gen,  Washington  rode  up  and  asked  what  we  were  paraded  for  and  being  told 
it  was  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  to  the  island,  forbade  it  and  said  he 
was  sorry  so  many  had  already  gone  over  for  they  would  probably  be  lost. 
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The  next  day  was  the  battle  and  capture  of  Fort  Washington  after 
that  event  we  retreated  to  Trenton  and  thence  across  the  Delaware  where  we 
encamped  in  the  woods  (without  tents)  for  about  three  weeks  until  the  day- 
after  Christmas,  1776  when  we  pushed  over  again  to  Trenton  and  captured  the 
Garrison,  the  Hessian  Troops.  On  the  1st.  day  of  January  we  knew  our  time 
was  up  and  our  officers  said  they  would  go  and  they  did  go  and  left  us  to 
follow,  our  Orderly  Sergeant  named  Murray  and  what  was  left  of  the  Company 
about  14  or  15  men  crossed  the  river  the  same  day  and  went  on  to  Philadelphia 
where  we  arrived  next  day.  Congress  was  then  there,  v;e  staid  there  3  or  4 
days  when  we  were  paid  off  and  our  Sergeant  Murray  gave  us  all  a  pass  to 
go  home. 

This  tour  was  from  June  1,  1776  to  January  1,  1777  -  7  months. 

In  February  1778  the  British  being  in  Philadelphia  and  Congress 
in  York,  Pennsylvania,  I  was  drafted  as  a  militia  man  and  being  asked  my 
trade  I  was  taken  out  of  ranks  as  a  shoemaker  and  set  to  work  making  shoes 
for  the  army,  I  continued  at  this  two  months  Abraham  Penniton  was  master 
of  the  shop,  Wxen  two  months  were  over  he  told  me  I  might  go,  I  removed 
to  Hagerstown  in  October  1773  and  in  llay  1779  was  drafted  for  two  months 
and  marched  to  Fort  Frederick  west  of  Hagerstown  under  Captain  Devilbiss 
guarding  Bristish  prisoners,  etc., 

I  have  no  dociimentary  evidehce  and  know  of  but  one  person  now 
alive  my  old  neighbor  John  Kausler  who  knew  me  in  the  service  and  he  but 
for  a  short  time. 

I  served  in  all  11  months  or  within  a  few  days  of  it.  I  never 
received  a  written  discharge  either  tour  except  the  pass  above  mentioned. 
The  paper  was  lost.  Mentions  Judge  Buchanan,  Elie  Beatty,  0.  Lawrence, 
Gen.  Vfilliams,  Stewart  Herbert,  Esq.,  and  J.I.  Merrick  as  knowing  him.

Affidavit  of  4  Jan.  1833  -  before  Jacob  Hanner,  Prothonotary 
Johan  Shoemaker  personally  appeared  in  open  Court  before  Calvin  Blythe 
and  his  Associate  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Schuylkill  County 
John  3hoemt.ker  a  resident  of  the  Borough  of  Orwigsburg,  aged  between  83 
and  34  years  swears,  That  he  entered  the  service  as  a  drafted  Militia  man 
under  George  Will,  that  he  does  not  remember  the  names  of  the  Colonel  or 
Commanding  General,  in  the  fall  of  1776  and  marched  from  Reading,  Berks 
County  to  Newtown  in  Bucks  County,  where  the  American  Army  was  there 
stationed,  that  the  only  striking  occurrence  which  took  place  was  the  taking 
of  a  number  of  British  Prisoners  in  the  State  of  Jersey  who  were  brought 
to  the  American  Camp  and  that  he  assisted  in  ferrying  across  the  Delaware 
at  Newtown,  does  not  seem  to  remember  the  precise  time  of  returning,  but 
that  the  weather  was  severely  cold,  his  time  of  service  was  2  months  or 
upwards  and  he  returned  to  Reading,  his  place  of  Residence. 

That  he  again  entered  the  service  as  a  Drafted  Militia  man  under 
Captain  Geist  in  Col.  Hunter's  Regiment  first  Brigade  Pennsylvania  Militia, 
that  he  marched  from  Reading  through  Pottsgrove  to  Philadelphia  and  Brandywine 
that  he  was  not  in  the  engagement  at  BrandyTi'dne  but  that  he  was  within  short 
distance  and  under  arms  all  day,  that  his  memory  is  much  impaired,  he  does 
not  recollect  the  precise  time  when  he  again  returned  but  that  the  weather 
was  severely  cold,  he  received  no  written  discharge. 

That  he  ag6in  entered  the  service  and  marched  from  Reading  under 
Capto  Sebastian  Miller  in  1778  to  Kutztown,  Allentown,  and  Easton  to 
Munessing  on  Delaware  River  to  fight  the  Indians  and  Tories  that  he  was 
stationed  at  the  latter  place  for  sometime  that  he  served  in  scouting 
parties  frequently  and  that  he  returned  to  Reading  after  about  two  months. 

That  he  again  ser-rod  as  a  Militia  Man  under  Gapt.  Joseph  Talbert 
and  was  stationed  for  a  space  of  2  months  at  Reading  guarding  British  or 
Hessian  Soldiers  and  their  property  but  he  cannot  remember  the  year  but 
believes  it  to  be  1777  or  1773. 

That  he  was  born  in  Oley  Township  on  15  November  1749  and  that 
his  age  is  recorded  in  the  Family  Bible,  he  continued  to  reside  in  Reading 
until  1806  and  since  that  time  in  Orwigsburg,  his  name  is  not  on  pension 
roll  of  any  state. 

Affidavit  of  John  Philip  Nagle,  Reading  (signed  only  Ffillip 
Nagle)  sworn  to  30th.  September  before  William  Schoener  that  Philip  Nagle 
is  74  years  of  age  that  he  finds  the  statement  of  John  Shoemaker  about  his 
tour  to  I(!unessing  true  and  correct,  that  he  accompanied  the  said  Shoemaker 
during  the  whole  of  said  tour  as  a  Musician  of  the  same  Company. 

Affidavit  of  John  Strohecker  sworn  to  on  30th.  September  1833, 
before  V/illiam  Schoener,  that  he  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution,  he  made 
a  tour  under  Gapt,  George  -.'/ill  and  marched  from  Reading  to  Newtown  in 
Bucks  County,  that  he  knew  John  Shoemaker  but  remembers  little. 

Jacob  Retry  of  Reading  swears  on  1st.  October  1333  before  William 
Schoener,  that  he  is  about  '^6  years  old,  served  under  Gapt.  George  Will, 
Marched  from  Reading  to  Eas  on  and  from  there  to  Amboy,  where  after  serving 
2  months  he  was  discharged.  That  John  Shoemaker  late  of  Orwigsburg  deceased 
belonged  to  the  same  Company  and  shared  in  the  same  War  and  that  in  another 
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tour  under  Capt.  Diehl  of  Reading  to  Philadelphia  and  Newtovm  in  Bucks 
County,  that  he  helped  ferrying  British  prisoners  across  the  Delaware, 
that  John  Shoemaker  was  also  present  served  2  months,  that  in  1777 
together  with  John  Shoemaker  he  marched  under  Capt.  Geist  of  Reading 
through  Pottstown  to  Brandywine  were  near  the  battle  but  not  in  it  that 
he  again  served,  he  believes  in  1780  and  was  stationed  at  Reading  guarding 
British  prisoners,  and  that  John  Shoemaker  was  also  there  on  guard  duty.

I  have  to  advise  you  that  from  the  papers  in  the  Revolutionary 
War  pension  claim,  W. 26495,  it  appears  that  Adam  Sonday,  while  residing 
in  Pettle  Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  enlisted  in  August  1731 
and  served  eighteen  months  as  a  private  in  Captain  Jacob  Bower's  Company, 
Colonel  Craig's  Pennsylvania  Regiment  and  was  at  the  Siege  of  Yorktown.
